Jo   the  Superintending  School  Commitee  and  Citizens,  of  the  1  oicn 
of    BoiDdoin : 

Gentlemen  :— 

I  hereby  submit  to  your  inspection  my  first  Annual 
Report  as  the  Superintendent  of  your  Pubhc  Schools. 

In  the  ten  months  I  have  served  in  this  capacity  it 
has  been  my  desire  not  so  much  to  accomplish  great  things 
by  introducing  new  ideas  with  the  intention  of  radically 
changing  the  personnel  of  the  schools  as  to  thoroughly 
acquaint  myself  with  the  conditions  existing  in  each  school 
and  to  gain  knowledge  as  to  their  needs  both  present  and 
future. 

The  schools  I  found  to  be  in  a  very  good  condition, 
thanks  to  the  earnest  labor  of  your  former  Superintend- 
ent, nevertheless  many  changes  will  be  necessary  to  bring 
them  up  to  the  standard  of  the  better  schools  of  the 
State.  They  need  to  be  graded  and  classified.  They  must 
have  a  uniform  set  of  text  books. 

There  has  been  a  steady  progress  in  the  work  and 
efficiency  of  each  school  and  while  some  teachers  have 
faced  situations  v/hich  were  disheartening  yet  they  have 
persevered  toward  the  end  in  view. 

It  is  my  desire  to  see  the  schools  properly  graded 
this  year.  Much  time  is  lost  because  of  the  confusion 
caused  by  pupils  reciting  in  different  studies  in  various 
grades  and  from  various  texts,  when  they  should  be  re- 
citing in  ,  a  uniform  grade  and  from  a  uniform  set  of 
text  books. 


so 

In  one  school  two  different  sets  of  text  books  m  gram- 
mar, neither  of  which  are  modern,  are  in  use.  Several 
times  delays  have  been  caused  in  getting  books  to  the 
schools  because  of  the  sam,2  reason.  The  teacher  order- 
ing would  fail  to  name  the  author  of  the  book  needed 
with  the  result  that  the  wrong  book  would  be  delivered. 
Some  of  the  old  books  need  to  be  taken  out  and  new 
substituted.   This  will  cost  money  and  it  is  up  to  you.

A  lo3al  man  would  have  some  knowledge 
of  the  field  while  a  stranger  must  first  learn  the  territory, 
then  the  school  with  its  constituancy  and  then  the  people  as 
a  whole,  with  their  desires  and  hopes.
